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1, when he brought his unit?’s mail to aden (0 hofX 37) in “arch 1951, a Soviet 
soldier who wore red epaulets said that his unit was the 593d Indep Rifle Co, 
commanded by Captain Polovinkin, (fnu), and stationed in Berg (PuO/X 98). 

He further stated that the conpany had 185 soldiers, including 7 of the 

1927 class, and that its officers had just arrived from the U,5eSelt, They were 
not acquainted with the model Stankach automatic carbine because, in the 
UsS.SeR., they had been trained only with the Gorinova model, A sergeant of 
the unit attended an officers! training course in Baden.
